It saya that a small country like Lebanon with Limited 
resources and potentialities, whose sons are leaving it 
in search of Livelihood abroad, can net increase its 
burdens and difficulties. Therefére, the paper surgats 
that it will be in tha interests of Lebanon, the Arab 

- gountries and the refugees themselves, if the latter 
are distributed among the Arab states each according to 
ite potentialities and absorbing capacity. The paper 
then contrasts the former determination of the «rab 
gevernseats to save Palestine with the present “scandalous 
and disappointing” realities. However, it feels that 
having suffered so such in defense of thetr richta, the 
refugaea will not give up their homeland.
